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PREFACE. 



During the last century, there were four Grand 
Lodges of England, viz. : — (i.) The Grand Lodge 
of England, 1717 ; (2.) The Grand Lodge of All 
England [York], 1725; (3.) The Grand Lodge of 
England ** according to the old Institutions," 1753; 
(4.) And the Grand Lodge of England, ** South 
of the Trent," 1779. Of the foregoing, Nos. 2 
and 4 succumbed to adverse fortune, leaving the 
Grand Lodges established respectively in 171 7 
and 1753, to continue their rivalry alone, from 
1790 to 1813. 

The junior of these two bodies originated in the 
secession of numerous brethren about 1738, from 
the parent Grand Lodge of English Masonry, 
which they averred had adopted new plans and 
departed from the old landmarks. The Schis- 
matics, therefore, in reverting [as they alleged] 
to the ** old forms," arrogated to themselves the 
title of ** Ancient " Masons, bestowing upon their 
rivals the odious appellation of ** Moderns," and 
by these distinctive epithets they have since been 
generally described. 

Towards the close of the Eighteenth Century, the 
two Grand Lodges became further distinguished 
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N VI. 

from each other, by the names of their respective 
Grand Masters : Thus, whilst brethren holding 
under the " Regular *' or " Constitutional " Grand 
Lodge [17 1 7], were indifferently classed, as 
" Prince of Wales " Masons or ** Modems." 
Those under the jurisdiction of the ** Seceding 
Grand Lodge [1753], were styled ** AthoU 
Masons or "Ancients." 

Annual lists of their subordinate Lodges were 
published by the ** Moderns," who, moreover, were 
in the habit of filling gaps on the roll, caused 
through lapse or erasure, by closing up the numbers j 
or, in other words, by /^-numbering their Lodges ; 
this process being resorted to, in 1740, 1756, 1770, 
1781, and 1792. 

The ** Ancients," on the contrary, never had 
recourse to a general re-numbering, but filled their 
gaps by the promotion of junior Lodges to such 
of the earlier numbers as became vacant. Each 
alteration of the kind, creating a further vacancj- 
lower down on the roll, which in turn was the 
object of competition between the more junior 
Lodges. Unlike the " Moderns," they published 
no lists of their Lodges for more than half a century 
after their Grand Lodge was established ; the first 
printed roll of the " AthoU " [or ** Ancient "] 
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Lodges appearing in their Book of Constitutions, 
or ** Ahiman Rezon," for 1807. 

The present work is an attempt to elucidate the 
early history of the ** Atholl *' Lodges, and in the 
furtherance of such purpose I have carefully 
examined all the ** Records *' of the " Ancient " 
Grand Lodge, consisting of the Grand Lodge and 
Stewards' Lodge Minutes, and the Register of 
Lodges and their members. 

Much has been done in this field of inquiry by 
Bros. Hughan and John Constable, but in his 
transcripts of old " AthoU" warrants, the latter 
brother having been restricted to the publication 
of documents relating to existing Lodges only, the 
constant numerical changes produced by the fre- 
quent sale and purchase of warrants, with their 
resulting ramifications throughout the entire roll of the 
" Ancients,'' are obviously very imperfectly re- 
corded. These old warrants, moreover [especially 
the earlier ones] , are very misleading, from the 
erroneous endorsements that have been placed upon 
them by Grand Secretary Leslie and Deputy 
Grand Secretary Harper. 

The warrants of Lodges appear, in the first 
instance, to have borne the dates on which they 
were granted in Grand Lodge. At a later stage. 
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however [as corresponded with the practice of the 
" Moderns"] the dates shown in the Minutes or 
Register of Grand Lodge are, in general, those of 
constitution, which ceremony ordinarily occurred 
within a month or two of the grant or date of 
warrant. 

Warrants were numbered consecutively, and 
were issued in regular chronological order. Where 
any deviation from this rule seems to occur, it is 
probable that the junior Lodge of earlier date has 
been credited either with the date of warrant, or for 
some reason or other has been constituted [formed] 
prior to one standing before it in strict order of 
seniority. 

On the 2nd December, 1812, Grand Secretary 
Leslie reported : — " That, after the passing of the 
Act of Parliament, 39 Geo. IIL, cap. 79, the 
[Ancient] Grand Lodge had had recourse to the 
revival and granting of warrants [to new Lodges] 
granted and held before the passing of that Statute." 
A similar practice was resorted to by the " Mo- 
derns,*' though, in the latter case, dormant 
warrants thus assigned to new Lodges were re- 
numbered, so as to harmonise with the dates of 
re-issue. 

The " Grand Committee '* of the ** Ancients," 
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which subsequently developed into their " Grand 
Lodge," was, no doubt, originallj' their senior pri- 
vate Lodge, whose growth, in this respect, is akin 
to that of the Grand Chapter of the ** Moderns,'* 
which commencing in 1765 as a private Chapter, 
within a few years assumed the general direction 
of the R.A. Masonry, and issued warrants of 
constitution. 

The " Records " of the " Ancients " cease in 
181 3, the year of their fusion with the " Moderns," 
and for their further history I commend the 
reader to Brother W. J. Hughan*s admirable 
** Masonic Register," where the vicissitudes of all 
** Union " Lodges, " Ancient " or ** Modern," are 
instructively detailed. 

To Brother H. G. Buss, Assistant-Grand 
Secretary, I am much indebted for the kind 
manner in which, at all times, he has freely placed 
at my service his unequalled experience of the 
" AthoU" Records. My acknowledgments are also 
due to Brother D. M. Lyon, Grand Secretary, 
Scotland, and Brother S. B. Oldham, Deputy- 
Grand Secretary and Treasurer, Ireland, for 
much valuable information concerning " Military " 
Lodges warranted under the Scotch and Irish 
registries respectively.

Three Past Masters of this Lodge, viz., Thomas 
Harper, D.G.M., James Ferry, and James Agar, Past D.G.M.'s 
were selected by H.E.H. the Duke of Kent to aid him, on 
behalf of the " Ancients," in preparing the Articles of Union. 
At the Union, lots being drawn for first place, by the Grand 
Master's Lodge, No. 1 " Ancients," and the Lodge of Antiquity, 
No. 1 " Moderns." The former became No. 1 on the roll of 
the United Grand Lodge of England. Two brethren of this 
Lodge were nominated as members of the Lodge of Becon- 
oiliation under the 5th Article of Union.

in, and Additions to, the Established forms," the " Ancient " 
Grand Lodge recorded an opinion, " that though it was plain 
that such new change might be sufficient to distinguish the 
members of the new Masonical Heresy from those who 
adhered to the good old system, it was remarkable that no 
account of such alterations had been transmitted to Scotland 
or Ireland, although they obliterated the Ancient Landmarks, 
so as to render the Ancient System scarcely distinguishable 
by either of these nations."

In 
his Lodge of Instruction he was frequently assisted by the late 
Dr. Hemming. Bro. John Havers, P. G. V7. [from whose eloquent 
addresses at anniversary meetings of the Stability Lodge of 
Instruction the foregoing is compiled], has observed with 
much force : — " I claim for the mebaory of Peter Thomson and 
the active teachers of his time a large share of merit in our 
present position. When all was disarranged, when all was 
unsettled, when every difficulty beset the young aspirant after 
Masonic knowledge, then Godwin and Gilkes, and Broadfoot and 
Thomson, then White and Goldsworthy, Laurence Thompson 
and Satterley, were the Masons who manful ly and zealously 
attempted (and succeeded in the attempt) to procure uni- 
formity in Masonry, and to disseminate the genuine principles 
of our Order."— filpeecTi on ^th Ma/rch, 1851.

Stewart, of Liver, 
pool, commanding the barque " Lalla Bookh,'' visited the 
Lodge and pointed out its irregular and unconstitutional pro- 
ceedings, in making civilians io a military lodge. The result 
was an application to the G.L. of England, when the Duke of 
Sussex renewed the warrant of the Atholl Lodge (Neptune, 
No. 344), and confirmed the proceedings of the Military Lodge, 
directing all its members to be admitted on the registry of G. 
Lodge. The Craft after this continued to prosper, under the 
vigorous management of Colonel Sale of the Madras Army 
(brother of the illustrious hero of Jellelabad), but after his 
return to the Coromandel Coast, in 1828, it fell into great dis- 
repute, owing to the improper proceedings and intemperate 
conduct of the Brother who was elected his successor. Now 
again (1846) extinct. — F. Q. Bev., 1846. One of the wardens 
for 1835 was a Bro. J. F. Grant, presumably the eminent 
Bengal civilian, afterwards Sir J. F. Grant, the successor of 
General Sir Henry Storks as Governor of Jamaica.
